of this little armv of Bluejackets who are like'a nest of hornets to 
the Hun, wherever they meet him. 
The marine is the land fight- 


in»- force of the navy, and as the present war thus far is largely a 
land war, many of these picked metf are sent to the-front because 
thov are always ready for any Tdnd of service, and. they always 
make good. It-is considered a great honor to belong to the United 
States Marines and so many of our boys seek to enter this branch 
of tho service, but only one in seven pass the rigid examination 
which demands not only courage, which knows nothing about fear, 
but physical development of the best type. 
v - 


A squad of marine boys, bearing the stars and stripes, has 


quelled many riots in the South Sea Islands, and nipped in the bud 
the aspirations of many ambitious leaders.. This was the sort of a 
force which did such valiant service in the coast cities of Mexico, 
tiot so long ago. Picked men who shoot like cowboys, ready to 
fto-ht at the drop of the hat, yet gentlemen"withal, an honor to the 
great nation which they represent. The little Marine Corps now 
survir.g with our army in France, is only a fragment of the force. 
These men never fight as a unit because they are scattered all over 
the world, a part of the equipment of every American battleship. 
Any mother- who has a boy in the Marines may be .proud qf him. 


Many of the boys who volunteered had the privilege of select- 


ing the branch of service which they desired to- enter, and the 
great army was mobilized $0 rapidly that the demand for officers 
was far in"excess of the supply. As a result thousands of Ameri- 
can boys, who have barely gained their majority, are commanding 
men today, both in camp and at the front. A letter published the 
other day from a young corporal to his mother, written from a 
•hospital, Idrl about his gallant charge as he led twenty men over 
tho top. and then he said: "Jflst think of it, mother, for I am only 
twenty years old!" Only one of a host of these young officers who 
knew nothing1 about responsibility at home, yet who assume it like 
men today and are making good. 


There is just a thought here for fathers and mothers. We are 


inclined to treat our own children as incompetents, and so they 
d r i f t along and out into life with a mighty poor preparation for its 
(duties. There is nothing which develops character and resource- 
fulness so much us responsibility. The place, for a girl to learn 
the art of housekeeping is in her mother's home and in her moth- 
er's kitchen—an art more important than culture, if either must 
be neglected. The boy has missed something out of his life, which 
is difficult to regain, i'f the father fails to trust him. The govern- 
ment places its burdens on these young shoulders, and they re- 
spond, appreciating the opportunity which responsibility offers 
The army will send back to us a lot of full-fledged men, who would 
have gone through life as overgrown boys, but for the experience

The war is uncovering so many new problems, and upsetting 


so many old theories, that it is hard to keep pace with the evolu- 
tion constantly going on. It has long been a popular notion that 
the failures of life are largely due to misfits, men and women try- 
ing to do things for which they had no natural genius: Eound 
pegs rattling around in square holes. We-used to quote statistics 
to prove that out of one hundred graduates from medical colleges, 
less than fifty per cent ever hung out a shingle. That the chances 
were more than even that the boy with a diploma from a school of 
telegraphy, would never operate a keyboard. That out of one 
hundred clerks serving behind the counter, but comparatively few 
would ever become merchants. And yet our government takes 
these same boys by the million, from all sorts of environments, and 
makes soldiers of them, of which any nation might be proud. 


There is perhaps no argument in these comparisons, but they 


suggest that success is due, in large measure to hard, persistent 
work, however distasteful the work may be. The boys of this 
peace-loving nation are not natural fighters. They prefer the 
civilian to the military life, but they are first loyal, patriotic citi- 
zens, and when this fair land is at stake and the freedom of the 
world in the balance, the call of duty becomes a sacred obligation 
and the art ofv.war the all-absorbing study. 


Our boys are winning laurels in France, in every branch of the 


service, and if it becomes necessary to capture Berlin to win the 
war, 
the American soldier will be close to the front. All honor to 


nur boys in blue and khaki. While they are fighting our battles 
over there, we are not forgetting thatrthey are*our boys and that 
this is our war. It is refreshing now and then to read a word of

IN WAR TORN RUSSIA 


Washington, 13. C., July 11.—W. T. 
Ellis, traveler and war correspondent 
gives a graphic picture-of the coridi- 
yons which an American .traveler In 
'Russia faces today in a trip down the 
River- Volga, the Mississippi of the 
Slav empire. A part 
of 
Mr. Ellis 
communication to the National Geo- 
graphic Society is issued as the fol- 
lowing war geography bulletin: 
"War's gentle are of foraging Is no 
new acquisition for Russia. All travel 
Is based on the assumption that most 
of the passengers will carry food with 
them or secure It en route. It Is the 
rare person who depends entirely up- 
on the dining-car or the ship's res- 
taurant.

"It is perfectly au fait for a gentle- 


man, 
and-Sven for a military officer, 
to enter the dining-room with a box 
of caviar, or a' loaf of whitish bread 
and: a couple of cucumbers, or a Jar 
of jam In his hands. It may be that 
he carries dried fish by their tails or a 
watermelon under his arm.. It Is to 
secure these supplies that pasengers 
rush ashore at every stop. Most have 
come from the sad and soggy black 
bread of Petrograd and Moscow; and 
before they are far down the Volga 
they find themselves in the realm of 
plentiful white bread, or near-white 
and even, in some places, of real pas-
